PORT COLBORNE - 
Firefighters honed their auto 
extrication skills recently, 
tearing apart several cars at 
Simmons Auto Body to gain 
access to the interiors. 

Port Colborne Fire and 
Emergency Services Capt. Joe 
Henry said vehicle extrication 
is a technical call that takes a 
lot of skill, pointing out it’s 
not as easy as just cutting off 
doors or roofs. 

“We actually have to plan 
ahead, predict movements of 
the car and possible injury 
to a patient. So we have to 
practise this in a controlled 
atmosphere so when the 
time comes we can do it in an 
expedited way.” 

Henry said the training saw 
about half of the volunteer 
and a number of 

professional firefighters 
take part in a three-hour 
training course on Friday 
night, followed by the prac¬ 
tical training the following 
morning. 

airbag locations. We could 
have anywhere from 12 
to 16 air bags in different 
locations.” 

He said air bags these days 
can deploy in two and three 
stages and firefighters have to 
be very careful when working 
around newer vehicles. Some 
air bags can hold an electrical 
charge up to 12 minutes after 
an accident and firefighters 
have to de-energize a vehicle 
before going in. That means 
they have to disconnect the 
battery and cut power to the 
airbags. 


Cary Slote, a full-time 
training co-ordinator for 
Code 4 Fire and Rescue and 
captain and training offi¬ 
cer for Haldimand County 
Emergency Services, con¬ 
ducted the training. Code 
4 is a distributer for Hurst 
Equipment, which makes 
extrication tools, such as the 
Jaws of Life. Port Colborne 
fire uses Hurst tools. 

“They (Hurst) provide the 
training for free. We buy the 
equipment and they main¬ 
tain it," Henry said. 

While the fire service does 
a lot of internal training in 
auto extrication, Henry said 
it had been a while since any 
outside trainers were brought 
in. 

Slote walked firefighters 
through various techniques, 
explaining where cuts could 
be made on pillars and roofs, 
how to stabilize vehicles that 
were on the sides and how to 
roll up a dashboard to free a 

Henry said Simmons Auto 
Body, owned by Eno Ferrera, 
allowed firefighters to con¬ 
duct the training at the back 
of its lot on Elm St. and set up 
several cars for the day. 

“It’s provided to us at no 
cost. Only a year-round basis 
he (Ferrara) gives us access 
to his lot.” 

Henry said firefighters 
have used the lot to prac¬ 
tice training on vehicle fires 
as well and added help 
from the community is

F our men experienced a unique getaway last week as they 
spent three days in a yurt in the parking lot of Port Cares. 
Ward 1 Coun. Dave Elliott, regional Coun. Dave Barrick, 
Rotarian Dave Hawkins and Port Colbome-Wainfleet 
Chamber of Commerce president Mike Sloat spent time the 
yurt at 92 Charlotte St. in support of Port Cares’ Reaching Out 
and Changing Lives Campaign. 

Several events were held throughout the three-day effort 
to aid fundraising, including barbecues, a mountain bike 
raffle and a family fun night hosted by the Ontario Early Years 
Centre that featured carnival games and other children’s 
activities. 

In addition to collecting cash donations, the group worked 
to fill a truck with non-perishable food items for the Port Cares 
food bank— a total 675 kg. 

It was a unique fundraiser the four men held and although 
final totals are not in, they were able to surpass the $20,000 
goal. 

Port Cares in a organization that helps many in the city and 
the fundraiser held by the men will help with the renovation 
of the Reach Out Centre at 61 Nickel St. 

Fundraising began in the fall. Port Cares received $335,000 
each from the federal and provincial governments but is 
responsible for raising an additional $335,000 in order to 
complete the project. 

To date, the campaign has raised $185,363. 

We’re sure the organization will reach its goal and 
encourage people to help out in any way they can. 

Last weekend, another fundraiser was held in the city for 
another worthy organization. 

Hus one was for Port Colbome Marine Auxiliary Rescue 
(Pocomar) unit and it was a beach volleyball tournament held 
on Nickel Beach. 

It was the first time for the tournament and while there 
weren’t as many teams as hoped for, it was still a good time. 

Pocomar is an all-volunteer Canadian Coast Guard auxiliary 
rescue unit that operates out of Sugarloaf Harbour Marina. 

The unit performs search and rescue operations on Lake 
Erie between the Niagara River and the Dunnville area. It also 
helps boaters who have suffered breakdowns on the lake. 

While not always needed, the unit is vital to Port Colbome 
and the surrounding area, especially with the closest 
Canadian Coast Guard unit based out of Port Dover. There is a 
unit in Port Weller, but for it to come to Port Colborne would 
require it to transit the Welland Canal. 

Over the years the unit has helped countless boaters and 
performed numerous searches. 

The members who make up the crews are all volunteers and 
give their time to help those in need. 

We'd urge boaters, and even non-boaters, to donate to the 
unit whenever they can.

I’ve been thinking... about grace

Last week at Bible Study we were 
taking a quick and broad overview of the 
letters of St. Paul in the New Testament: 
who he was writing to, what he was 
writing about, some of the main themes 
in those letters. One of the questions 
on which we reflected and had some 
discussion was, “If you were to write a 
letter explaining what you believe, what 
would you say?” 

The answer that came to my mind 
and was mentioned by some at the Bible 
study had to do with God’s grace. Grace 
is at the heart of the best sort of “bottom 
line” definition of what it means to be 
a Christian who also happens to be a 
Lutheran. I’m not saying that Lutherans 
have some sort of monopoly on grace. 
It’s just that for us, maybe more titan for 
some other Christian denominations, 
grace is the lens through which we look 
at God and how God deals with the 
world. I’m not saying that makes us 
better, it's just how we are. The way we 
understand and relate to God is centred 
on God's grace. 

When I read a passage of scripture as I 
prepare a sermon the primary question I 
ask is “where is the grace in what God is 
doing here?" The gospel, the good news 
that tite church has been called to share 
with the world, is all about the grace of 
God. Well, later in that Bible study last 
week, in our discussions and reflections, 
the question came up, “How would you 
define the word grace?”

Respect Wainfleet 
council’s wishes 

Unfortunately, the arrogance dis¬ 
played by representatives from other 
wind energy companies at recent 
Wainfleet township council and public 
meetings makes it really difficult for 
anyone aware of the mounting evidence 
regarding the negative impacts of these 
heavy industrial wind machines to 
believe any promises from yet another 
wind energy company, Niagara Region 
Wind Corp. 

Worldwide evidence indicates that far 
from producing new, so-called, 'green’ 
jobs, the cost for each 'green' job is not 
economically viable. At the same time, 
these new jobs have been found to dis¬ 
place anywhere up to two and more exist- 
ingjobs in the rest of the related working 


That’s a question that can lead to 
inexhaustible discussion. I recall a 
Sunday School definition of grace from 
my childhood: “God’s love, freely given.” 
Just recently in a confirmation class 
lesson I came across an acronym that 
defines grace: God’s Riches At Christ’s 
Expense. 

My favourite definition comes from 
a Lutheran writer named Kelly Fryer. 

She writes about one day in her first 
year of seminary when the professor 
just wasn't holding the class’s attention. 
He realized they weren’t listening so 
he decided not to waste any more time 
talking. He closed his notebook and 
stopped talking, picked up a piece of 
chalk and drew a gigantic arrow on 
the board. He stood back and said: “If 
you understand that, you understand 
everything you need to know about what 
it means to be a Christian... who also 
happens to be a Lutheran.” Then he left 
the room. 

Well, the next time the class gathered 
the professor had their attention. He 
began by drawing that same arrow 
and began to speak. “Here’s what this 
means,” he said. “God always comes 
down. God always comes down. There 
is never anything that we can ever do to 
turn that arrow around and make our 
way up to God. God came down in Jesus. 
And God still comes down, in the bread 
and in the wine, in the water and in 
the fellowship of believers. God always 
comes down.” 

I love that story and the way it defines 
grace. I find joy in the Christian life 


because I believe and trust that we have 
a gracious God, a God who comes down 
to us purely out of love. It’s not because 
I do the right things or say the right 
things or pray the right prayer or believe 
the right way. Nothing I can do can 
make me deserve or earn God’s favour. 
Nothing I can do can make God love me 
more. Nothing I can do can make God 
love me less. 

That’s how it is for everyone. God 
loves you whether you know it or not, 
whether you believe it or not. In God’s 
grace there is love, there is forgiveness, 
there is mercy, there is abundant life. 

According to the Bible God will do 
just about anything to be gracious. 

God chose Israel and has stuck by that 
choice, not because Israel was any better 
than any other nation, but because God 
sticks by his promises. 

Jesus told stories of a forgiving father, 
he healed a paralyzed man whose 
friends lowered him through the roof. 
Even when it cost him his life Jesus kept 
on forgiving. 

Our Lord scatters the seed of his 
word everywhere, on fertile soil or 
hard packed ground, in the hope that 
somehow in someone the seed will take 
root and grow. There are no conditions 
attached: the father receives his son 
back, the seed is scattered, the paralyzed 

That’s grace. That’s the gospel. 

And we've been put into the world to 
be just as fanatical as Jesus was about 
communicating this good news far and 


proposed industrial wind machine proj¬ 
ects in Wainfleet admit quite clearly that 
once these monsters are working they 
only require up to two maintenance visits 
per year, by perhaps two technicians. To 
suggest 40 permanent jobs is pure fantasy 
when compared to what will actually 
happen. 

The same fantasy that promises 300 
‘new’ jobs in Wainfleet during construc¬ 
tion. The reality is Niagara Region Wind 
Corp. will bring in its own construction 
workers, it makes no business sense to 
do otherwise. Even if NRWC did train 
local workers to be a part of the con¬ 
struction process, these would only be 
short-term jobs within the township, 
and last months rather than years. 

Previous wind energy proponents 
were quite content to admit publicly the 
most tile Wainfleet 'community' could 
expect to see was around $1,000 per 
industrial wind machine per year. This 


whilst the wind energy companies build 
their ever increasing profit margins 
based only on being heavily subsidized 
by tax dollars and not on any sustain¬ 
able business plan. 

Wainfleet township council took 
the time to listen to both opponents 
and proponents of the industrial wind 
machines. Only then did they decide to 
vote on a motion to ask the provincial 
government to impose a moratorium 
on any industrial wind turbine projects 
within the township to protect die best 
interests of their community. The vote was 
unanimous. 

If Niagara Region Wind Corp. is inter¬ 
ested in the wishes of Wainfleet residents 
and its council’s request for a moratorium 
they have only one option. To respect the 
democratic process and put their project 
on hold, or better yet, cancel it.

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Freezing building permits within boil water advisory area 


ainfleetcouncil 
V V is currently in the 
process of implementing 
an interim control bylaw 
that will encompass the boil 
water advisory area. 

At our May 10 council 
meeting, Aid. Betty Konc 
brought forward a motion to 
freeze all building permits 
and planning applications 
along the Lakeshore area 
within the boil water 
advisory area. After some 
tweaking and friendly 
amendments to her motion, 
council unanimously 
agreed to halt any planning 
applications requiring a 
minor variance and Official 
Plan or Zoning Bylaw 
amendment. 

This new bylaw stems 
from council’s recent 
decision to abandon the 
sewer-water infrastructure 
solution for the lakeshore 
and move forward with 
a find, replace, repair 
solution. Council is of the

opinion that relaxed or 
even non-existent planning 
policies of the past have 
widely contributed to the 
problem of failing septic 
systems along the lakeshore 
and the need for a new, 
comprehensive zoning 
bylaw is imperative. As 
we wait for the approval of 
our new Official Plan from 
the region, we will begin 
the process of tendering a 
consultant for the zoning 
bylaw which will be 
followed by public input 
and consultation. 

The crafting of a new 
zoning bylaw could take up 
to a year to complete and 
in the meantime we feel 
it is necessary to restrict 
planning applications that 


establish new guidelines 
based on community input 
that will parallel the new 
septic inspection program. 

So what does this mean 
for our residents? 

This is a planning freeze. 
Any current applications 
that have been funneled 
through the committee 
of adjustment and have 
received approval will be 
eligible to proceed with 
their building permit. 

Any new building permit 
applications that meet the 
regular requirements, that 
is they do not exceed lot 


coverage and/or setbacks, 
will also be able to move 
forward. 

Currently, lot coverage 
within the township is 
capped at 7%. Throughout 
the years applications have 
been accepted in excess of 
30% lot coverage resulting 
in large or numerous 
buildings on very small 
lots. Seasonal homes have 
transitioned to permanent 
full-time residences and 
private septic systems have 
not been upgraded to meet 
the demands associated 
with home expansion. 

An interim control 
bylaw was implemented 


in 2004 under the same 
pretense, however, council 
of the day supported the 
sewer-water infrastructure 
solution. The bylaw was 
in place for almost a year. 
Six years later, council has 
listened to our community 
and is moving in the 
direction they pointed us 
in — residents needing 
to be responsible and 
accountable for their own 
private on-site septic 
systems. 

As with anything, there 
are sacrifices. We cannot 
continue with the status 
quo. We cannot perpetuate 
the poor planning practices 


of the past. 

Some may think that 
this interim measure is too 
much, while others might 
think it’s not enough. 

Regardless, it is an 
important step in the long 
journey back to making life 
along our Lakeshore the 
best that it can be. 

Many in Niagara and 
beyond are watching our 
community as we embark 
on this new plan that 
includes so many key 
steps including the interim 
control bylaw. 

We can move forward as 
a rural community and lead 
by example.

PORT COLBORNE - A

round won’t be back behind 
the Junior B hockey team's 

Keith Osborne’s sched¬ 
ule as a casino employee 
was cited by the team as the 
reason for Bryan Kelly’s pro¬ 
motion to the top spot after 
2Vfe seasons as an assistant on 
Osborne’s coaching staff. 

"It’s not an easy Sting when 
something like this happens 
by any means, but it was 
very difficult to swing things 
for the past two years (to fit 
Keith’s schedule),” Pirates 
owner Tim Toffolo said.

Port Colborne city council¬ 
lor Dominic Ursini and Sandy 
Annunziata, a Fort Erie town 
councillor and former Canadian 
Football League offensive guard, 
was decided by one vote in favour 
of Ursini during a robust nomina¬ 
tion meeting last week. 

“It's an exhilarating feeling, it 
was a lot of hard work and I look 
forward to the journey that begins 
now,” Ursini said following his 
narrow victory. 

The nomination meeting was 
held at the Niagara College stu¬ 
dent centre before a crowd of 
more than 300 people. 

Both candidates gave passion¬ 
ate speeches to party supporters, 
and while it seemed Annunziata 
may have had the louder support, 
it was Ursini’s eloquence which 


Ursini earned 128 votes, to 
Annunziata’s 127. 

Ursini said that he appreciated 
everyone who came out to vote, 
and not just his supporters. 

"We are all one team, one 
family,” he said. “It also speaks to 
the fact that we had two great can¬ 
didates here tonight.” 

Ursini said he wanted to reach 
out to all voters in Welland riding 
who feel disenfranchised by their 
current provincial representation. 

“There is room in this party for 
you,” he said. “We can make a dif¬ 
ference, we can make change. I will 
run my campaign based on hope, 
not simply empty rhetoric.” 

Ursini said his first priority is to 
speak with party Leader Tim Hudak 
and to start building a strong, orga¬ 
nized team to fight New Democrat 
incumbent Peter Kormos in the 
Oct. 6 provincial election. 

In the last election, Kormos 
defeated challengers John 
Mastroianni of the Liberals and PC 
Ron Bodner relatively handily. 


Annunziata also expressed grati¬ 
tude to his supporters and praised 
the Welland riding PCs in general 
for their enthusiasm. He noted 
the meeting left him with a sense 
that change could be in the air in 
Welland. 

Annunziata, who last year sought 
the PC nomination in the Niagara 
Falls riding and lost to George Lepp 
prior to running for the Welland 
nod, said his second nomina¬ 
tion defeat may have ended his 
foray into provincial politics. 

“Twice bitten,” he said. “It's a 
decision one has to make with 
their family, and whatever I do, 
I do for my family.” 

Annunziata praised Ursini 
as a strong choice for Welland 
riding Conservatives, a strong 
challenger to take on Kormos 
and the NDP and said he would 
work to support the riding’s 
nominee. 

“In politics you have to put 
your personal feelings aside, 
and work for the common good,” 
said Annunziata.

PORT COLBORNE — Port Cares' 
capital fundraising campaign continues 
to heat up. 

The temperature was raised last 
week as the thermometer hanging 
at the organization's 92 Charlotte St.

$185,363 raised to date. 

The campaign, Reaching Out and 
Changing Lives, is raising money for 
the renovation of the Reach Out Centre 
at 61 Nickel St. The addition of a com¬ 
mercial kitchen, community food bank, 
food storage and increased office space 
has been made possible through fund¬ 
raising events and donations from local 
businesses.
